The settlement between Justice 
Da vid Kinsey and the Pettis coun­ 
ty court, referred to in yesterday’s 
D e m o c r a t , is thus set forth in de­ 
tail in the following agreement :

Officer Died In Defense o f An 
Arka nsa s Ba nk. 


A SAFE WAS DYNAMITED 


Robbers Escape, Leav ing1 a Trail of 
Blood—$1,500 In Silv er Taken 
—Paper Money Mutilated. 


JUobbers at 2 :30 o ’clock y ester­ 
day m o rning blew up the safe of 
the b ank of Clarksv ille, A r k .,w it h 
d y nam ite , secured e sum estim ated 
at $1,500 in silv er and killed Jo h n 
H . P o w ers, th e sheriff of Jo h nso n 
county , w ho a tte m pte d to capture 
them . 
T h e y escaped 
before 
the 
citizens w ere aw are of their pres­ 
ence. 
T h e tra ge d y has stirred the 
people up to a high pitch of ex ­ 
citem ent. 
Sheriff P o w e rs bad a pa rtm ents 
on the second floor of the building 
ad jo ining 
the 
bank. 
H e 
was 
a w a k e ne d by a loud ex plosion and 
w e nt d o w n stairs to inv estigate. 
A s he reached the street he was 
fired upo n by the robbers, w ho had 
sentries on guard w hile they w ere 
e nga ge d in looting the b a nk .

inte rpid 
officer returned 
the fire 
w ith the tw o 
rev olv ers 
he 
had 
b rought w ith him , and 
had 
fired 
sev en shots before his w ounds m ade 


him so w eak th a t he could no long­ 
er pull the trigger, and the bandits 
had made good their escape. 
l i e then, in some m anner, sta g­ 
gered up to his room and fell across 
the 
threshold. 
H e 
liv ed 
about 
th irty m inutes after he was shot. 
H is room-m ates, Jesse and H artsell 
R h e o n, assisted him upon the bed 
after he fell. 
T h e bank building is com pletely 
w recked by the ex plosion, w hich 
w as most terrific. 
T h e safe con 
lained about $6 ,ooo. 
T h e robbers 
secured about $i , 5C0 in silv er and 
the 
balance of 
the m oney 
was 
badly m utilated 
T here is no clew 
as to the identity of the robbers, 
and it is supposed they left on one 
of the freight trains running both 
w ay s at 
the 
tim e. 
T h ere 
were 
sev eral suspicious persons 
ea in 
the city , a nd it is sutr 
th at 
they are the guilty pa 
T h ere appears to hav e bv 
rom 
four to six m en in the gang. 
T h ey 
tied their horses in the outskirts of 
the to w n and m ade their w ay un­ 
observ ed to the 
bank, 
w hich 
is 
situated on the no rth side of the 
public sq uare. 
A fte r gaining an 
entrance they destroy ed the safe 
w ith d y nam ite, secured the m oney 
and m ade their w ay to the street. 
T here they 
w ere 
confronted 
by 
Sheriff P ow ers, w ho opened fire 
on them . 
T h e robbers returned it, 
using both rev olv ers and W inc h e s­ 
ters. 
P o w ers 
stood 
his ground and 
em ptied tw o rev olv ers before he 
w as killed, although it is believ ed 
he w as m ortally w o unded by the 
first 
v olley 
from 
the 
robbers. 
W h e n citizens arriv ed ou the scene 
a little 
later P ow ers w as 
dead in 
his room and there was no trace of 
the robbers ex cept a trail of blood 
th a t indicated th a t the sheriff had 
w ounded one or perhaps more of 
his assailants. 
T h e b ank officials are unable to 
giv e the ex act am ount of plunder 
secured, b ut it is stated th a t the 
b ank w as insured against loss. 
A s 
late as 11 o ’clock y esterday no a t­ 
te m pt had been m ade 
to capture 
the robbers, ex cept to w ire all a d ­ 
joining tow ns to be on the lookout 
for them . 
G ov . D av is has offered a rew ard 
of $1,000 for the arrest a nd con­ 
v iction of each of the robbers.

MACHINE-MADE CHICKENS. 


Hens That 
Are Made to Lay 200 Eggs 
a Year. 


The old-fashioned Ply mouth Rock 
hen considered she was iaithiiilly do- 
'.ng her duty if she laid about three 
dozen eggs a y ear, but the modern ma­ 
chine-made hen is afraid th a t her head 
will go off if she does not keep the 
record up to 200. 
In those old-fash­ 
ioned timers she enjoy ed the honor 
of motherhood and w'as considered of 
much greater importance than being 
an egg-producing machine. This was 
all cliaiigcd witli the introeliiction of 
the incubator sy stem, which not only 
cuts oil several day s in the period of 
hatching, but does the business in a 
generally more satisfactory manner 
than did the mother lien. 
Besides this tliere is the necessity 
of sy stem all around, which leads to 
the ultimate production of tlie" m anu­ 
factured chicken. 
In one of the largest ])Oiiltry -pro- 
ducing places of the east. >ay s tlie Gal- 
vcjiton Daily Xew’s, a lai'ge plant has 
recently been installed w hich is prob­ 
ably the most perfect in the world. 
I h e entire plant, in fact, is but one 
vast machine, cacli foor of wliich is 
devoted to 
tJie 
chickon-])roducing 
bn -1 n t ->. On t lie 1 01 > ii 0o r a re located 
Uiv inciiliators, in 
w'hieli the 
un- 
hateliod eggs are placexi on a tray and 
oiojected te a heat of about 9 0 degrees, 
i’cneath tlie tray , in which are hatched 
about 1,000 chickens a day , are the 
brooders, and here in a temperature 
of about 9 0 degrees the chicks remain 
for 21 day s. 
After being born one 
day feeding commences, the fare be­ 
ing millet, ground oats and canary 
¿eed. 
For the first week they are fed 
five times a day , the am ount of food 
being gradually increased, although 
given less 
01 
“ their diet being grad­ 
ually eliang' 
include 
coarser 
graiiiS. 
Bv 
*|-id forcing method 
of feeding , 
j,led it takes only 
a 
week or tw-o to bring the chicken to 
a weight of tw'o pounds. 
'-fhe chicken is then taken to the 
tloor beduw, where a very limited space 
is allowed for the running around and 
w’here a number of cramming m a­ 
chines are located. The crowded pons 
on this ilour arc the first and 
last 
glimpse the modern chicken catches 
ot the world inio wiiich it is born, for 
bere it begins to fatten rapidly , as the 
cramming machines force an abnor­ 
mal (|uaniity of food down its throat. 
It takes from two to four weeks to 
bring the weight of Uiese chickens up 
to about six pounds, at which time 
they are exactly in sltape for market. 
Titcv are then removed to the floor 
bolow', where are the guillotines and 
plucking machines. 
Here they are 
disposed of more rapidly than in any 
of the foregoing processes, tlie kill­ 
ing and dressing being carried out 
with the greatest speed possible, so 
that tlie fowl may be placed in the 
packing barrel as nearly warm as pos- 
sil)le and roach the market while per­ 
fectly fresh.

Charles E. Baker, the Aeronaut, 
Suicides. 


LO V E D A 8 E D A L I A GIRJJ, 


Couia Not Wed Because Not of Age— 
Baker Grew Desp ondent and 
Killed flnnself. 


Charles E, Baker, the aeronaut, 
well know n in Sedalia, 
and who 
fell from his balloon on East Fourth 
street here a y ear ago last Fourth of 
July , committed suicide at H am ­ 
mond, Ind., 
January 31st, 
He 
shot himself in the heart and died 
dcstantly . 
Baker had a brother. Jack Baker, 
who was for a time emp loy ed as 
p ressman at the 
Sentinel office, 
but went from here to Kansas City 
some months ago. 
Mr. J . J . Staley writes to the 


D em o c r a t from Ham m ond, Ind., 
under date of February 3d, regard- 
^ 
ing the suicide : 
“ There was a y oung man here 
by the name of C. E. Baker, who 
committed suicide here the 31st of 
January . 
In his p ockets we found 
some clip p ings of where he made 
balloon ascensions in y our town 
and got hurt ; also, a p icture of a 
girl from there, who he is sup p osed 
to have ended his life over. 
“ He seemed to be in love with 
, her, 
and she cast him aside. 
I 
send y ou the p icture. 
His wish, 
in a note he left, was to notify her, 
but I don’t know her name, so 
leave the m atter to y ou, as y ou 
will p robably know her and can 
notify her of the affair. 
‘Audray 
V B .’ is as far as we know who she is. 
“ If y ou can find out who he is, 
or who he was, answer and get 
statement from her. 
Probably she 
knows something about him.. He 
shot himself through the heart and 
died almost instantly .” 


T he y oung woman with whom 
y oung Baker was so much infatu­ 
ated is Miss A udray Berry , who 
resides at No, 314 North W ashing­ 
ton street with her mother. 
Miss Berry was seen W ednes­ 
day by a D em o c r a t rep orter, who 
called at her home. 
She is a very 
haughty looking girl, with a great 
mass of very red hair and flashing 
i ey es. 
Recently she was emp loy ed 
at the Monarch steam laundry , and 
before that at L am y ’s factory . 
Miss Berry was asked if she 
knew Baker, and rep lied that she 
did ; that she had heard from him 
within the p ast three weeks,but did 
not know his p resent whereabouts. 
W hen questioned, she admitted 
that she was engaged to marry 
him, but had broken the engage­ 
ment. 
“ W h y ?” she was asked. 
“ Because my mother w on’t let 
me m arry ,” she rep lied. 
I am not 
y et 18.” 
She 
was then informed that 
Baker had attem p ted to commit 
suicide on her account, at which 
she 
threw back her head and 
laughed, her mouth curling scorn­ 
fully . 
“ Well, the great big stiff; did 
he do th a t? ” she asked. 
Miss Berry was then informed 
that Baker had not only tried, but 
had been successful, but she still 
smiled, and looked a little flattered 
that she had been the cause of such 
desp eration. 
“ I couldn’t marry him, for my 
mother wouldn’t let m e,” she reit­ 
erated, 
but when asked if she 
would have married him if her 
own will were followed, 
she did 
not rep ly . 
The girl stated that Baker was 
in Sedalia two weeks before Christ­ 
mas, when he called to see her. 
She said that he had, while on that 
visit, 
hired her little brother to 
steal some 
p ictures of 
himself, 
which she p ossessed. 
Then Muss Berry grew angry . 
“ Ile’û in to w n ; he has hireay ou 
to tell me triat story ,” she Btormed 
w ith her ey es nd her hair flaming. 


“ I don’t believ e he’s killed him­ 
self. 
What are y ou giv in’ me? ” 
The girl was informed solemnly 
that Baker was indeed dead, but 
said she would not believe it until 
she S UV it in the p ap er.

exact place was at M cClure’s barn, 
where tw o double 
team 
sleighs, 
filled w ith eight officers, three of 
them 
Pittsburg 
detectivcF— John 
R oach,

B iddles in a one-horse sleigh, stol­ 
en at Perryville and at once open­ 
ed fire on the trio. 
The Biddles 
returned the fire, after jumping cut 
of the sleigh.

l y aaswered with shotgun and re­ 
volvers. 
Mrs. Soffel, too, stood up 
dn the sle hth. with a revolver 
in 
.each band, and blared away at her 
jpursuers. 
When E d Biddle 
tell 
and she saw she was about to be 
captured, she fired a bullet into her 
breast. 
A n examination by phy- 
fiicians fihow that she will recover, 
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as the bullet was deflected by her 
corset, and 
the 
wound 
is 
com­ 
paratively slight. 
Ed Biddle got a bullet in 
the 
breast, which penetrated his right 
lung, and will probably end his 
life within a few hours. 
John Biddle may recover, as his 
wounds, though numerous, failed 
to reach a vital spot. 
The escape of the officers is m i­ 
raculous. 
The Biddles have dem­ 
onstrated on several occasions that 
they are good marksmen, and why 
they should have failed today to 
bring down their men is a mystery. 
A fter 
the Biddles fell

snow-covered ground, the officers 
picked up the apparently lifeless 
bodies of Mrs. Soffel and the Bid­ 
dles and took them back to Butler, 
where they also took

It is said of Charley Rasbach 
that he was the most successful 
conductor in tbe passenger service 
of the K a ty in the early day s when 
it was almost worth a man’s life to 
run a passenger train through the 
Indian territory, where there were 
no towns and few settlements that 
could boast of a postoffice. 
M r. Rasbach had many an en­ 
counter with the rough element of 
whites and half-breeds who lived 
along the line of the K a ty in the 
early days before the hand of civi­ 
lization polished to a brightness as 
sparkling as that of any other part 
of this country. 
H e was never a 
man to threaten or to use rough 
means in handling a rough crowd 
on his train, but it was said of him 
that he could do more by moral 
suasion 
than 
a posse of deputy 
marshals could do withWinchesters. 
A story is told by the Denison 
Herald of early railroading experi 
ences: 
A t one time one of the 
gangs operating in the Indian ter­ 
ritory had planned a hold-up. 
A 
hold-up in those days meant great 
loss of money, and possibly life, as 
tbe country was wild and inhabited 
b y desperate men. 
T he plan of 
the robbery was for part of the 
robbers to board the train and the 
ether part of ttie band to hold it 
up at Pryor Creek. 
T h e men were 
ready to do anything to 
accom­ 
plish their purpose. 
T h e y knew 
that oftentimes there were armed 
men who were passengers on the 
trains, and that a hold-up meant a 
fight, and a fight meant that some­ 
body would be killed in the band 
of robbers. 
It was tbe plan of the 
robbers on 
the train to 
get the 
drop on any or all of the men in the 
train who happened to be armed, 
thereby 
preventing loss of 
life 
So half the robber band boardec 
tbe train near the Kansas line, anc 
were to take care of recalcitrant 
passengers when 
the rest of the 
band held up the train at Pryor 
Creek. 
T h e men happened to catch Ras 
bach’s train. 
He knew some o 
them and knew that their presence 
meant the train was to be held up. 
He did not give any alarm, nOr cat 
up any officers. 
He got the leader 
of the gi^ng off in one corner anc 
told him 
that 
he was on to the 
game. 
He said to him : 
“ Jim, I know 
w hat’s up. 
want to say to you, for I know you 
are a friend of 
mioe, that if this 
train is held up it means the loss 
of my job, end 
probably worse 
consequences for me, and there is 
not enough money in the express 
car to 
pay you fellows for the

I am too sick and feeble 
to wor k and I desir e to get back to 
Kansas City to be among my r ela­ 
tives and fr iends and to face my 
tr oubles, which I admit ar e some­ 
what complicated. 
I am just out 
of the hospital at For t 
Wor th; 
have not been able to wor k for the 
last six months and am financially 
without means. 
One year ago I 
weighed 212 pounds, now I will 
not weigh 150. 
I have for the last 
six year s

months) been in the employ of the

Judge Adams’ Decision In An 
Important Suit. 


A KEFEREE WA8 WROKG. 


Cred ito r’s Claim Not Allo wab le lln 
tii He Co mes Witli Han d s Clean 
o t Prefermen t. 


Judge Elmer B. Adam s, in the 
United States district court yester­ 
day, handed 
down 
a most 
im­ 
portant decision in a bankruptcy 
case, 
says 
Tuesday’s 
St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
It was in the matter of a claim 
made by D . M . 
Gilbert 
against 
Gaylord, Blessing & C o., the de­ 
funct brokerage firm, for 1894 32, 
allowed by Referee W . D . Coles. 
Exceptions were taken 
to the 
referee’s action for the reason that 
he had not required Gilbert, be­ 
fore considering 
his 
claim 
for 
$894.32, to surrender $i,2cx) which 
was paid to him by Gaylord, Bless­ 
ing & Co. within fifteen days of 
the time the firm made its assign­ 
ment. 
The case finally found its way 
into court, and 
yesterday Judge 
Adam s handed 
down 
a decision 
disapproving of the action of R e f­ 
eree Coles. 
Before being allowed 
to prove hig claim for $894 32, the 
judge held, Gilbert 
should 
have 
been required to surrender the $1,- 
200 received from Gaylord, Bless­ 
ing & C o., while the firm was in­ 
solvent. 
The case is regarded as being of 
especial importance in St. Louis in 
view of many similar cases which 
confront Referee Coles in dealing 
with the almost innumerable cred­ 
itors of the defunct firm of brokers.

N . D. Parker, a prominent citi­ 
zen of O ttaw a, K as., was arrested 
in that city Monday at the 
insti­ 
gation of Pcstoifice Inspector J. L. 
Stice, of the Kansas C ity office, on 
a charge of using the mails to de­ 
fraud, 
Parker was 
arrested by Deputy 
United States Marshal E. A . Pres­ 
cott and taken to 
Kansas 
C ity, 
Kas , that night, where*he was ar­ 
raigned and his bond fixed at $1,c od. 
He gave a cash security and waived 
preliminary examination. 
He w ill 
be tried at the A p ril 
term 
of the 
federal court at Topeka. 
The 
postoifice 
inspectors have 
been working on the case against 
Parker for about eighteen months, 
says the Kansas C ity Journal, A l­ 
though there is only a single charge 
against him, the inspectors claim 
they w ill produce evidence to show 
that Parker secured goods from n o 
mercantile 
firms 
in 
the 
United 
States, and that he has failed to 
pay most of the?e accounts, while 
only a small amount of the princi­ 
pal, the inspectors say, has been 
paid on a 
few. 
The 
aggregate 
value of goods obtained by Parker 
is estimated by the inspectors at 
I50 oco. 
Parker’s 
letter heads bore the 
imprint of the N. D. Parker Bro­ 
kerage company, 
O ttaw a, 
Kas. 
II is 
stationery 
showed 
superior 
workmanship and in 
one corner 
was printed this statem ent: “ R e f­ 
erence, 
by 
permission, 
O ttaw a 
State bank.” 
According to 
the 
postoffice inspectors, Parker would 
send to a big firm in Kansas C ity, 
N ew Y o rk or some other city an 
order for a bill of goods. 
These 
orders ranged in amounts from I25 
to $500. 
The striking appearance 
of the stationery, the bank refer­ 
ence and the sincere and business­ 
like tone of the letter nearly al­ 
ways established confidence with 
the firm’s credit man and Parker, 
it is claimed, got his goods. 
Occasionally some firms would 
send their orders C . O. D ., and 
when this occurred Parker, it is 
claimed, would send the firm an 
indignant letter, calling attention 
to the high standing of his firm in 
the community of O ttaw a, and de­ 
claring 
against 
such 
treatment. 
There are numerous instances, so 
the inspectors allege, that this in­ 
dignant letter brought the desired 
result— an order from the firm to 
the local express agent to withdraw 
the C . O . D . tag and allow the 
Parker Brokerage company to take 
the goods. 
W hile the postoifice department 
has suspected Parker of wrong do­ 
ing for a long time, it took its time 
in accumulating evidence against 
him. 
The law holds that ordering 
goods in great quantities by mail, 
as Parker did, and then not paying 
for them is an offense, punishable 
by a fioc of from $1 to $500. In or­ 
der to make more than one con­ 
viction it will be recessary toshow 
that fraud was committed in dif­ 
ferent months. 
Three convictions 
can be made on evidence, which 
will show that the mails were used 
to defraud during a period of nine 
months. 
Parker is a married man. 
He 
has two children and his family 
lives in O ttaw a. 
His father was 
once 
wealthy, 
but 
he 
lost 
his 
money in the Kansas boom.

Kansas” will have to go way back 
when compared with the exciting 
times witnessed in the staid little 
town of Cedar C ity, la., Sunday. 
For months the two drug stores 
of that city have vied with each 
other in dealing out “ red-eye” for 
medical purposes, 
but 
the drug 
business Sunday received a severe 
setback when Ben Masterson, son 
of a hotel keeper, 
made up his 
mind to Nationize the enterprise. 
His 
preliminary 
preparations 
consisted of imbibing freely of the 
stuff used to fill prescriptions, after 
which he armed himself with a 
hatchet, and in true Nation, style 
proceeded to smash the large plate 
glass front of Burnett’s drug store, 
having first ejected 
the manager 
and several patients. 
The showcases and bottles next 
fell under the merciless hatchet, 
and when nothing more was found 
to destroy he ran to the next end 
of the block and forced an entrance 
to the drug store of W . W . Dunn 
& C o., where he made possibly 
even a more complete wreck than 
at Burnett’s. 
The doors, windows 
and even the side of the building 
were knocked in. 
A crowd of men filled the street 
and block adjacent, all anxious to 
stop the 
destruction, 
but 
each 
waiting for the other to take the 
lead. 
H aving finished his work at the
